SAILORS NEARLY DROWNED 



Result of Trying to Row Boat and flirt 
With Girls at Same Tjme 

Two sailors of the steamship Bolaiid, 
which is at present unloading coal at the 
Western Coal and Dock company docks at 
Waukegan, had an exceedingly narrow 
escape from drowning in the harbor Mon- 
day while two of. their friends, also mem. 
hers of the same crew, had ,the pleasure of 
receiving a ducking. 

The four sailors,' all elderly men, had 
been enjoying a ride about the harbor in a 
small row" boat. Accidentally one o£ them 
stnrted a flirtation with n number of young 
Indies on the excursion steamer Pere. Mar- 
quette. In the excitement he stood up in 
the boat and lost his balance, thus capsiz^ 
ing the small Jboat. 

Two of the number were able to pwim, 
the other two could not swim n ftroko. 
The two who were able to swim, according 
to reports, were unable to aid Ibeir fellow 
crew members. 

The quick action of members of the ex- 
cursion steamship's crew nlono saved the 
two tailors from drowning. 

Both lmd decended into the waters of the 
harbor twice nnd one was eoinpf down for 
the third time when a life preserver fell 
into his hands. The life preserver had 
with fifteen others been, thrown from off 
the excursion, steamship by members of 
its' crew. 

A Btunll boat was lowered and the two 
half drowned sailors were conveyed to 
their ship, the Holland. 

The incident happened at the same 6pot 
where one of the members of 'the crew of 
the Pere Marquette met his death on Sun- 
day two weeks ago.

Seeing that George Edmund Fo3S and 
William Mason have not yet given up 
their hopes of landing the senatorial toga, 
the situation developed points of interest 
and Lake county nnd the 8th senatorial 
district is especially interested in the situa- 
tion. 

The two republican nominees, A». K. 
Stearns of Lake and E. D. Shurtleff of 
Mcllenry, have a difficult problem before 
them in view of the comprising condition 
which has developed. 

The situation which they confront is 
this: The state has given Mr. Hopkins a 
majority vote which, under the primary 
law, is believed to insure his election nnd 
few persons appear to feel any lack of con- 
fidence that such will be the ense. 

The vote of Lake county, Mcllenry nnd 
Boone (comprising the 8lh senatorial dis- 
trict) gave a majority, vote for Fobs for 
senator and the men who will be elected to 
the legislature will have to decide whether 
the new primary law means "they shall voto 
for senator as the people of their district 
declare or as the majority of the people of 
the stale taken ns a whole instruct. With, 
this district having instructed for Fobs and 
with, the whole stale going for Hopkins, 
they nro already figuring out "What shall 
we do?" : * * 

In the case of Mr. Stearns, who, with 
Shurtleff, is* insured of election, it is said 
that ho has not yet taken up the mutter for 
consideration, that bo intends to stave it 
uir as long-as possible. Ho is said to fully 
realize the precarious condition of affair* 
and he will have to deliberate carefully. 

In the case of Shurtleff, he faces a -most 
trying situation, ono which will be inter- 
esting as he extricates himself free from it 
Some. time ago Shurtleff stated openly that 
he would vole for senator as the people of 
the district ordered him to but, it is stated 
that he did this on the belief that there 
wasn't a chance in the world that Hopkins 
wouldn't get the mil jority vote of the dia- 
Irict. Now, he is considered a personal 
friend of Hopkins. and his personal friend 
in McHeniy county, Luman T. Hoy. is 

IIopkin'R campaign manager and has the 
best, job that.is at the disposal of the sena- 
tor-United States marshal. 

Thus, with this condition developed, the 
question is what will Shurtleff do? Will 
he feel obliged to stick to his promise to 
abide by the decision of the people of the 
district or will he feel that his loyalty to 
Mr. Hopkins and his friends requires bis 
effort nnd thus stick by the instructions 
of the state as a whole.

Schubert's Birthplace. 
Tho city of Vienna has purchased 
tho house in wfllch Franz. Schubert 
was born nnd intends to preserve It In 
its present condition as long as 'pos- 
sible. The price paid was. £4,400, The 
house is one of the old-fashioned, one* 
story type of buildings, which are fast 
disappearing from modern Vienna. The 
front is utterly devoid of any attrac- 
tive features, but there Is a. little 
court behind with wooden galleries 
and a garden on the steep hillside.

Has Provided 3,000 Nesting Boxes on 
His Estate. 

At least one man with a big estate 
linB made use of It to help birds to live 
there Instead of turning It Into a sort 
of open air slaughterhouse. 

He Is Daron von Berlepsch and his 
estate In Thurlngla Is a bird sanctuary. 
According to a writer In the Pall Mall 
Magazine, he has planted trees and 
bushes favorable to the birds he wants 
to cultivate and has supplied 3,000 
nesting boxes In addition. 

Of theBe 3,000 boxes 95 out of every 
100 were occupied last spring. In one 
thicket,' a little* stretch planted with 
low bushes, there were 100 nests 
bullf by the birds at the rate of a nest 
to every foot of space. A close hedge 
of whitehorn and wild roses protects 
the grounds' on the village side from 
the children who might want to come 
a-blrdnestlng, and Ingeniously con- 
trived traps await marauding crea- 
tures.

A daring cheek forger Monday night at- 
tain pred to put over a clever dodge in a 
down town busineas house and was saved 
from arrest only by the fact that a crowd 
had gathered to catch astreet car at Genesee 
and Washington street and into this he 
dissolved, making his escape it is probable 
by changing his coat inisde out or by tak- 
a different coat from a confederate. 

The passing of the check was attempted 
at Blumberg's furniture store and the 
check itself purported, to be signed by 
Nicholas Nelson, who repudiates it, and 
says that he never had working for him a 
man named William Baker as the alleged 
cheek forger gave hia name. 

Baker, as'the man represented himself to 
be, entered the Blumberg place nt four 
thirty Monday afternoon and inquired 
anxiously whether or not the store was open 
Monday evening. In the evening ho 
returned nnd picked out good to the 
amout of 818 40, first stating that he had 
a check to cash in payment. 

When it came time to s pay "up 
sented the check, for $20 and then 
a plea that he needed money for the even- 
ings expenses. He'hnd been /drinking a 
bit and hod take up two and n half' hours 
of time to make his deal. 

Mr. Blumberg asked him how much he 
wished to pay down and he said he would 
pay all except 85 or SG. Mr. Blumberg 
asked him where he wished the cood* sent 
and visibly. staggered he replied that he had 
no address but waB waiting for lyR partner, 
lie wanted the goods left unt^l he did g(?t 
an nddress when he would order them de- 
li veret'. 

Then he presented the check. 

Mr. Blumberg sent out an employe, 
Fischer, with the check on some plea, and 
Fischer went next door and telephoned to 
Nick Nelson, who replied that he had not 
issued n check to any one named William 
Baker and had never known such n man. 

That settled it and Fischer came bnck 
on the run. However Baker seonn to have 
suspected something as when Fischer en- 
tered ono door he left by the other with 
Nathan Blumberg ofter him. 

Blumberg followed him ns far as the 
street cars at Washington nnd Genesee 
street, but there lost him in the crowd 
waiting for the car. The incident was 
reported to the police. The forger -did not 
get anything for his pains. He wns poorly 
dressed, a workinginan, nnd pretended' to 
be drunk.

When one Is on the public thorough- 
fare or in the street car or train or 
boat and picks up an object that is 
valuable, Is It his? » 

True, he may find something which 
Is too small and trifling to warrant 
searching to find, the owner, such as a 
handkerchief, a pair of gloves, etc. 
But when 1 he finds something of value. 
It is not his until he has done every- 
thing in his power to find- the owner. 

The street railways and trains aro 
so systematized today that If, when 
one finds an object of value, he returns 
It to the company's representative, it 
Is almost sure to catch up with its 
owner. Every' person of Intelligence 
knows that the first place to inquire 
for It is atrthe lost and found depart- 
ment. 

When, however, one Is on the street 
and finds something which, If he lost 
It.himself, he would* very much like 
to have returned, there aro the. col. 
umns of a newspaper in which to/ ad- 
vertise. • .). 

If he falls to find the owner after 
this then he can rightfully call It his 
own and have a. clear conscience, but 
*If he avoids looking over the lost arid 
found columns and falls to do his part 
toward finding the owner he Is almost 
as dishonest as if he took the goods. 



USE LEAF AS A STIMULANT. 



How Coca Is Cultivated— Preventive 
of Sleep and Fatigue. 

Coca Is the South American invlg- 
orant. The shrub from which the. coca 
leaves are ob'talned grows under fa- 
vorable conditions to a height of about 
•four meters. It Is cultivated in Peru 
and Bolivia. 

At the time the crop is gathered 
the seeds are sown in beds, when they t 
germinate and grow, and in two 
months the growing plants reach a 
height of nbout a foot. The leaves, 
grown in the proper sunlight and. 
Bhade, are yellowish, small and thick. 

This is the kind of leaf that Is pre- 
ferred for c.hewlng by persons using 
the leaf as a stimulant, fortifier and 
preventive of sleep and fatigue in th9 
performance of ' arduous work, Inas- 
much- as they prevent rheumatism, 
from which miners suffer when work- 
ing in mines that contain much water. 
Indians who masticate the leaves of 
"his plant can work 24 hours without 
eating- or sleeping. 

Coca leaves -arc used by. the nntlves 
when engaged in long and fatiguing 
journeys and by soldiers when subject 
to hardships and privations. They 
may be used with all kinds of food and 
are said to cure dyspepsia, either 
,taken as an* Infusion In the shape of 
tea or by masticating the leaves. The 
life of the plant when 'perfect is 80 
years. 4 

Fresh Air.

If consumptiveB thrive 
out of doors, the subjects of bronchitis 
are generally only safe when they stay 
In.— Dr. J. H. Clarke, In Loudon Chron- 
icle.

SELECTS FIVE EXPERTS 



Chief Executive Asks Them to Inves- 
tigate Conditions and Report 
Recommendations for Im- 
provements. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y. — With a View 
. to bringing., about better social 
sanitary and economic conditions on 
American farms, President Boosevolt 
Jmb requested five exports on country 
life to make an Investigation Into the 
"whole matter and to report to him 
with recommendations for improve- 
ments. The report and recommenda- 
tions, with any additional recom- 
mendations which the president him- 
self may desire to make, will bo in- 
corporated in a message which the 
president will send to congress prob- 
ably early next year. 

The men. President Roosevelt has 
asked to act as an investigating com- 
mittoeo are Prof. L. H. Bailey of the 
Now York College of Agriculture, 
Henry Wallace of Wallace's Farmer, 
Des Moines,' la.; President Kenyon L. 
Butterfleld of the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural college, GlfTord Plnchot of tho 
"United States forest reserve and Wal- 
ler It. Pago, editor of tho World's 
iWork, New York. 

President Outlines His Plan. 
In a letter to Prof. Bailey, asking 
him to accept the chairmanship of tho 
commission, the president outlines his 
desires In tho direction of improve- 
ments on the farms. The letter fol- 
lows in part: 

"My dear 'Prof. Balloy: No nation 
has ever achieved pormanent great- 
ness unlesB this greatness was based 
on the well-being of the great farmer 
class, tho men who llvo on the soil; 
for It Is upon their welfare, material 
land moral, that the welfare of tho rest 
of the nation ultimately rests. In the 
United • StatflB, disregarding - cortaln 
sections and taking tho nation as a 
whole, I believe it to bo true that the 
farmers In general are bettor off to- 
day than they ever were before. We 
Americans aro making great progress 
in tho development of our agricultural 
resources. But It Is equally true that 
the social and economic Institutions of 
the open country are not keeping pace 
with tho development of the nation as 
a whole. Tho farmer, Is, as a rule, 
better off then his forebears; but his 
increase in well-being has not kept 
pace with that of the country as a 
whole. 

"While tho condition of tho farmers 
in somo of our best farming regions 
leaves little to bo desired, wo aro far 
from having reached so high a level In 
all parts of tho country. In portions 
of tho south, for example, whero tho 
department of agriculture, through 
tho farmers* co-operative demonstra- 
tion work of Dr. Knapp Is dorectly In- 
structing more than 30,000 farmors In 
better methods of farming, there is 
nevertheless much unnecessary suf- 
fering and needless loss of efficiency 
on the farm. 

Importance of Farmer's Wife. 

"It Is especially Important that 
whatovcr will sorvo to prepare coun- 
try children for Hfo on the farm, and 
whatever will brighten homo life In 
tho country and make it richer and 
more attractive for tho mothers, 
wives and daughters of farmors, should 
bo done promptly, thoroughly and 
gladly. Thoro Is no more Important 
-person, measured In influence * upon 
tho llfo of tho nation, than tho farm- 
er's wife, no more Important homo 
than tho country home, and It Is of 
national Importance to do the best we 
can for both. 

"Tho farmers have hitherto had less 
than tholr full share of public atten- 
tion along tho lines of business and 
social llfo. There is too much bollef 
among all our people that tho prizes 
of life He away from tho farm. I am 
therefore, anxious to bring before 'the 
people of the United States the ques- 
tion of securing better business and 
better living on tho farm, whether by 
co-operation between farmers for buy- 
ing, selling and borrowing; by pro- 
moting social advantages and oppor- 
tunities In the country; or by any 
othor legitimate moans that will help 
to make country life moro gainful, 
more attractive, and fuller of oppor- 
tunities, pleasures and rewards for 
the men, women and children of the 
farms." 

Receivers for Plllsbury Mills.

In tho petition Thaw states that his 
.assets are $128,012.38 and his liabili- 
ties $463,140.43. 

Roger O'Mara, a well-known Pitts- 
burg detective and personal friend of 
tho Thaw family, was appointed as -re* 
celver. His bond .was placed at $200,- 
000, and John Newell and James W. 
• Piatt, two prominent business men of 
this city, became securities for Mr. 
O'Mara. 

Tho most interesting Information 
given regarding tho proceedings is to 
be found in tho petition asking for the 
appointment of a receiver In which it 
is allegod that the action is taken for 
the purpose of preventing his property 
being dissipated in litigation over 
claims, many of which are unjust 
The figures in tho bankruptcy petition 
Bhow that this refers 'to tho lawyers 
and doctors. 

Thaw states that he is confined in 
jail in Duchess county, N. Y., and is 
likely to bo there for somo time. Ho 
says somo of his creditors have com- 
menced suits against him and others 
are contemplating similar action. Ho 
is unable,- ho soys, to glvo tho litlgo/ 
tlon his attention, owing- to the con- 
flnoment. 

Loans amounting to $191,500 from 
his mother, Mrs. William Thaw, aro 
not disputed.

ZEPPELIN'S MACHINE BLOW8 UP 
AND IS BURNED. 



RELIEF FOR ELK RIVER VICTIMS. 



Aid In Form of Provisions and Cloth- 
ing Sent to Sufferers. 

Fernle, B. C— Relief for tho suffer- 
ers from the terrible forest flres In the 
Elk river district, which destroyed a 
dozen largo and small towns, was gen- 
erously tendered from the northern 
part of the United States and from all 
over Canada. Great tralnloads of 
provisions, clothing and ovorythlng 
else which tho sufferers most need 
wore sent to tho stricken towns. 

Tho latest estimates on the loss of 
life range In the neighborhood of 200, 
although the authorities declare that 
when tho final calculations are made 
tho number dead will not oxceod 
250. Tho monetary loss was $7,500,000, 
tho Insurance on which Is estimated 
at not over $1,600,000. Moro than 
6,000 persons wero rendered homeless 
by the awful conflagration. 

At latost roports Buch towns as 
MIchols and Hosmer woro still fight- 
ing t^e fires. Many bodies i wero re- 
covered In this city as soon as tho 
heat from tho smouldoring ruins re- 
duced and mado It posslblo for rescue 
parties to go into tho stricken parts 
of tho city. Trains boro the people 
away In largo numbers, but now they 
arc returning In family groups, and It 
Is the intention of authorities to again 
build up tho town. This intention has 
been expressed also in most of the 
othor villages and towns which suf- 
fered by tho fire. 



Disaster Overtakes Dirigible Balloon 
at Echterdlngen, After Its Re- 
markable Endurance Flight. 

Echterdlngen. — A dramatic end 
came Wednesday to Count Zeppelln'B 
long-awaited endurance flight in his 
monster dirigible balloon, and the 
proud airship which Tuesday was cut- 
ting rapidly through the air and out- 
distancing pursuing automobiles, lies 
■ In an open field near here, a mass of 
twisted, useless metal. Tho count, al- 
most heart-broken and unable longer 
to endure the sight of his shattered 
craft, left by train for Frledrichshafen. 

The airship had , left Nackenhelm, 
and over night had visited Mayence 
and begun the homeward journey, 
when misfortune overtook it Soon 
after Its departure it was found that 
the front motor was working badly. A 
landing was made here and repairs 
were being made when suddenly a vio- 
lent storm sprang' up. 

The balloon swayod to and- fro, 
sometimes rising a few feet from the 
ground. Then a formidablo gust of 
wind struck tho airship broad- 
side. At first the craft heeled over 
and then her bows roso in the air, 
carrying with them a number of sol- 
diers holding the ropes., After pois- 
ing a moment at a height of 60 feet, 
tho airship came crashing to the 
ground. With a thunderous report tho 
forward motor exploded. From the 
bows of the balloon shot forth a livid 
flame, while from the rear escaped 
thick clouds of black smoke f which 
caused tho entire structure to dlsapi 
pear from the view of tho thousands 
of spectators. 

When tho air cleared tho balloon 
was seen lying In an open flold on a 
high plateau with only tho ragged, 
tangled strips of aluminum on- 
velopo BtHl remaining. The motal 
stayB and bands and portions of the 
motors were* strewn about in ploces 
like old iron, and blackonod with 
smoko and scorched. 

Officers rushed forward and found 
that several soldiers had been hurt. 
Tho four engineers who were on tho 
forward platform of the airship had 
escaped death, but woro suffering 
from injuries.

SEVERE STORM IN BOSTON. 



Passenger Train Is Fired on at Bloc- 
ton, Alabama. 

Birmingham, Ala.— Three men were 
instantly killed and 11 Injured, 
two of whom will probably die, 
when striking miners fired into a 
passenger train on tho Birmingham 
Mineral railroad at Blocton Sunday 
morning, about two o'clock. 

The dead aro: Conductor Joe T. 
Collins, O. 8. Dent, deputy sheriff, and 
Wlllard Howell, non-union miner. 

The injured include: Maj: P. H. 
Dodge, superintendent of safety, Ten- 
nessee Coal company, wounded in 
hand and leg; E. E. Cox, superintend- 
ent of mines, Tennessee Coal company, 
wounded slightly In knee; A. E. Cross, 
chief clerk, superintendent's office, 
wounded In arm and knee, and several 
deputy sheriffs. 

The train was a special bearing non- 
union men to the Blocton mines under 
guard of soldiers and deputies. On 
tho outskirts of tho town the engineer 
suddenly saw a log across the track 
and at once a fusillade was fired Into 
the train. The engineer did not stop, 
bu£ let tho pilot throw the log from 
the track, and put on full speed. The 
place where the attack was made 
was in a cut, the ground being on a 
level with the lower part of tho win- 
dows. The assailants, from the rocks 
above, poured down a murderous fire 
directly Into tho windows and at tho 
engineer. 

The train proceeded to Blocton end 
tho dead and Injured wero returned to 
Birmingham. Dogs wero hurried . to 
tho scene and took trails through tho 
wood3 directly to tho union quarter's. 
Eight negroes wero arrested and othor 
arrests are expected. 

Gov. Comer held a hurried confer- 
ence with Lieut. Col. Hubbard, com- 
manding the militia, and another 
company was hurried to Blocton.

Now York.— Mrs. Bertha Hood, 32 
yoars old, was shot and Instantly 
ldllod at her home in .Brooklyn Sun- 
day night by Ernest Seltz, 24 years 
old. 



Priest and Wealthy Tailor of Cleve- 
land, O v Die In Smash-Up. 

Toledo, O. — When an automobile 
plunged ovor a steep embankment 
two and a half miles west of Syl- 
vanla Sunday afternoon, Charles W. 
Pohlmann, a Wealthy Cleveland Im- 
porter and merchant tailor, and Fa- 
ther George Vahey, pastor of Columb- 
kill's parish, Cleveland, were Instant- 
ly killed beneath tho car. 

Mrs. Charles W. Pohlmann, her 
daughter Florence and F. C. Dietzol, a 
Cleveland dentist, were In tho touring 
car but were saved from injury by tho 
high back of the toneau. 



Rainfall Is Heavy and Store Base- 
ments Are Flooded. 

Boston. — From a meteorological 
standpoint Friday was "black Friday" 
In Boston, tho city being visited In 
the afternoon by tho heaviest elec- 
trical disturbance In years. 

The storm lasted for nearly an 
hour, during which time the rain 
gauge at tho United States weather 
bureau registered a fall of 1.65 Inches. 

Heavy damages resulted from tho 
flooding of basements In the down- 
town sections of tho city. In some 
of tho newspaper ofllces on 'Washing- 
ton street there was two feet of water 
In tho press rooms.

Close Call for Fifty Passengers. 
Springfield, 111. — Fifty passen- 
gers on board a Chicago, Peoria & 
St. Louis train, bound from Peoria 
to Springfield Friday afternoon, nar- 
rowly escaped death on a burning 
wooden bridge "which spanned a high 
embankment. The locomptlvo and tho 
baggago car ran CO foot on the bridgo 
when tho rails spread and tho locomo- 
tive bumped ovor tho Hob until nearly 
across then It turned over and stopped 
tho passongor coaches clear of the 
fire. Tho baggago car caught fire and 
was consumed.

London. — Ten municipal officials of 
Mile End parish, charged with graft- 
ing, were convicted Friday aftor a 
trial lasting a month. Although 
tho amounts Involved woro small the 
case oxclted the greatest interest. 



Two Killed by Chicken Thieves at Me- 
thuen, Mass. 

Methuon, Mass. — Covered with 
bruises Indicating that they had been 
beaten to death In tho performance 
of their duties, the bodies of Charles 
H. Emerson and Frank McDormott, 
members of the Methuon police de- 
partment, wero found on tho outskirts 
of this town, aftor a search of several 
hours, lato Sunday, 

The officers wero sent out Saturday 
night In an effort to catch petty, ma- 
rauders who for some time, past have 
been robbing chicken yards and vege- 
table gardens. 



Assumes Entire Responsibility for Dis- 
charging Negro Soldiers. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y. — President 
Roosevelt in a statemont iBsued 
late Friday' night made it clear that 
tho entire responsibility was his for 
the issuance of the original order dis- 
charging tho battalion of negro sol- 
diers for alleged participation In tho 
Brownsville (Tex.) rioting and the re- 
fusal to permit a suspension of that 
order. 

The president was shown the inter- 
view which was had In Washington 
with Gen. Henry C. Corbln, U. S. A., 
retired, in which Gen. Corbln stated 
that no credit or blame In tho matter 
rested with Mr. Taft. After reading 
tlie Interview tho president, through 
his assistant private secretary, Ru- 
dolph Forstor, gave out the following: 
, "Gen. Corbin's statement is abso- 
lutely correct, and it was entirely 
proper that ho Bhould make it. The 
substance of tho message from tho 
president which he quoted was made 
public long. ago. In the Brownsville 
matter tho entire responsibility for 
issuing tho original order and for de- 
clining to allow Its suspension was 
the president's." 
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Springfield.— Tho thirty-fourth an- 
nual reunion of the Governor's Guard 
Veteran corps, which was held at the 
residence of I. N. Ransom In this city, 
proved to be one of the most enjoyable 
events of tho social season. The af- 
fair was elaborate In* every detail and 
a majority of the members were pres- 
ent. Tho decorations, illumination and 
the general arrangement of the event 
were a great success. Three spacious 
tents were erected on the lawn of Mr. 
Hansom's residence, and In this place 
the veterans were seated at a banquet 
and reminiscences of the -organization 
were recalled. Tables were arranged 
In the tents and were covered with tho 
national colors of red, white and blue. 
Flags and bunting and colors of the 
organization wero suspended from the 
poles of the tents, and tho tables were 
adorned with cut flowers. A row of 
incandescent lights In the tents com- 
pleted the illumination. The porch 
of the residence was also prettily dec- 
orated, and Japanese lanterns were 
suspended, which added .to tho effect 
of the lighting arrangement. 



Weather Fruit Blight. 

The failure of tho fruit crop in 
many sections of the state Is due to 
the unprecedented weather conditions 
of last spring and the»development of 
the apple Bcab at that section. So un- 
usual were the weather changes that 
spraying for the pest which infected 
the trees was In ineffective and also 
injudicious. Not only was the fruit 
killed, but tho foliage on cherry and 
apple trees also suffered severely, 
most of the former orchards and some 
of tho latter being practically de- 
foliated. Tho uncared-for orchards, 
of which a hundred or so were ex- 
amined, suffered no worse and some 
of these will have a struggle for life. 
Thousands and thousands of acres of 
applo orchards visited, at least 90 per 
cent.— practically all the uncared-for 
orchards — will go out of existence. 
Generally tho trees of such orchards 
were found In bad shape, poor folia- 
tion, no fruitage or but little any year, 
and scab, bitter root, San Jose scale, 
root rot, and tho Illinois canker preva- 
lent and surely wiping out the trees. 



Returns Slow to Come In. 

Never since political returnB were 
carried by messengers on foot, by ox 
teams and canal boats 'have definite 
figures been so greatly delayed in any 
Illinois election as In the primary just 
closed. 

Forty-eight hours after the polls 
closed It was impossible to give ac- 
curate returns on tho vote for sena- 
torial indorsement, or the guberna- 
torial nomination on. the Republican 
ticket. Tho vote was so close, and tho 
returns so scanty that absolutely ac- 
curate statements la relation to these 
two contests were Impossible. 

Tho returns on the Democratic 
ticket wore even more deliberate, if 
possible, than those on the Republican 
candidates. They were, however^ 
definite and seemed to run in one di- 
rection so that an estimate of tho ac- 
tual result was possible. 



Paris Is Dark for Two Hours. 
Paris. — Paris was plunged In dark- 
ness for two hours Thursday night 
because of an attempt of electricians 
to carry out a general strike similar 
to that of March,. 1907. The maneuver, 
which fortunately proved abortive, is 
attributed to a desiro of tho revolu- 
tionary laborltcs for revenge for an 
order issued by tho prefect of tho 
Solno closing tho labor exchange to 
the federated unions of the depart- 
ment of the Seine because of the part 
the labor exchange playod in the re- 
cent disturbances. 



Convict Makes Charge. 

Sensational accusations were made 
In an affidavit which was filed with 
tho state board of pardons against 
William M. Barnes, one of the legis- 
lative candidates in the Peoria dis- 
trict. The affidavit was made by Jo- 
seph Maloff, a Syrian, who was re- 
cently convicted with Mario Jackson 
of conspiracy to Induce, a witness to 
leave tho jurisdiction of the Peoria cir- 
cuit court. The Jackson woman was 
Indicted for harboring In a house of 111 
fame a girl named Margaret Lansing. 
Tho Lansing girl was the principal 
•witnos8 in tho case, and she. was In- 
duced to leave with money which was 
furnished by Maloff. Maloff declares 
he was led into the case by Smith 
Hancock, to whom tho money was 
loaned by him, and Barnes, who was 
acting as the attorney for the Jackson 
woman. 



Education Board Issues Bulletin. 

The Illinois educational commission 
has issued Its first bulletin which con- 
tains as Its most Interesting feature a 
recommendation and a tentative plan 
for the establishment of a state board 
of education for Illinois similar In 
constltuion,- powers and . duties to 
those of some of the other states. 
Instead of withholding its report un- 
til the meting of tho legislature in 
January, 1909, the commission has 
embodied Its provisions in this bul- 
letin which are given to the public for 
its consideration: 

The proposed board of education 
shall consist of nine members. The 
superintendent of public infttructlon 
shall be chairman ex officio. Eight 
members shall be appointed by the 
governor, the superintendent and the 
chief justice of the sui/remo court, 
and in the appointment due ctvnsldera- 
tion shall be given to the various 
phases of tho educational interests of 
the Btate. The term of office of tho 
members of the board shall be eight 
years. The powers and dutieB of the 
board as defined by the commission 
are: To have general supervision of 
the public schools of tho state, Includ- 
ing those maintained In the public 
charitable Institutions. To make rules 
for the distribution of the state school 
fund; to prepare and distribute plans* 
for the construction and equipment of 
schools; to provide BUggestive courses 
of study for all schools; to prepare all 
questions for teachers' examinations 
and to grade all examination papers; 
to propose plans for organizing and 
conducting teachers' Institutes; to pre- 
scribe all rules for the sanitary in- 
spection of school' buildings and. for 
the examination of pupils in order to 
detect contagious and infectious dis- 
eases and physical defects and to 
classify and standardize the public 
schools and colleges; to provide for 
new forms of educational effort and 
In general to take any action neces- 
sary to promote the efficiency of tho 
educational system of the state. In 
connection with this part of the report 
the commission says: "The educa- 
tional system of Illinois involves 
an annual expenditure of $31,000,000. . 
The state owns 13,000 school buildings 
which, with- their grounds and the ap- 
paratus they contain, are valued at 
$37,700,000. It employs 28,000 teach- 
ers and has a school population of 
1,471,000. The effective management 
of a system so vast and so expensive 
is obviously one of the most important 
concerns of the people, even if it Is 
regarded only fr.om the economic 
standpoint." 



Station to Stay at Capital. 

Orders have been received by tho 
marine corps recruiting office from 
Washington to remain open perma- 
netnly. These orders are the result 
of the exceptionally good work which 
has been accomplished by tho local 
office in room 24 of the postofflco 
building. Twenty men were accepted 
as recruits.' The permanency of the 
local station makes Springfield the re- 
cruiting headquarters of central Illi- 
nois. That the officials are pleased 
with the grade of men which Spring- 
field has donated Is evidenced by tho 
letter which has been received from 
Lieut. Meade by the local office. 



Eight Die In Burning Boat. 
Winnipeg, Mnn. — The steamer 
Premier, Capt. Stevens, was burned 
to the water's edge at Warren's Land- 
ing, tho northern terminus of Lake 
Winnipeg, Thursday. Six passongers 
and two of tho crew lost their llvts. 



Whltecap Outrage In Indiana. 
Rushvlllo, Ind.— Beaten to almost In* 
sensibility by whltecappers, perfor- 
J, ated with small holes caused by a 
nail-pronged board, covered with tar 
and feathers, John Trlbboy, well-to-do 
farmer, was found bound to a tree 
Thursday. Trlbbey said he had been 
taken from his homo by 18 masked 
men, who had tortured him. 



DanlshrAmerlcans Lunch with King. 
Copenhagen. — King Frederick and 
Queen Louise took luncheon Friday 
with a party of 400. Danish-Americans. 
Col. Llstoe of Now. York, In a' speech 
conveyod President Roosevelt's greet- 
ings to the king. 



Shah In Distressing Plight. 
St. Petersburg. — Special dispatches 
received here from Teheran glvo a 
trnglc-comic description of tho posl- 
. tlon of tho shah of Persia, who is vir- 
, tually a prisoner In tho hands of wild 
tribesmen summoned to Teheran to 
protect tho throne against tho rev- 
olutionaries, but who have becomo a 
greater menace to tho monarch than 
his other foeB. Tho tribesmen are ex- 
travagant In their demands for money, 
which the shah Is unable to grant, 
and they threaten to dentroy tho pal- 
aco and pillage Teheran. 



Jap Refused Citizenship. 
Seattle, Wash.— Aftor Bervlng three 
years in tho United States army in tho 
Philippines and receiving an honora- 
ble discharge, Buntaro KamagI, a Jap- 
anese, applied for admission to citi- 
zenship, and has beon refused his 
papers by Judge C. H. Hanford of the 
federal court hero.

Nebraska City, Nob.— Two sodb of 
David James • of Mluersvllle wore 
drowned In the Missouri river near 
here Sunday afternoon. 



Death Record Shows Increase. 

The record of deaths In Springfield 
during the month of July shows the 
total number, 84, Is eight more than 
tho number during the corresponding 
month In 1007. It is also seven more 
than the total number for January of 
this year, when there were 77 deaths. 
The total number of deaths for the 
year 1908 up to date is 471, as com- 
pared with 433 for the corresponding 
period In 1907. Of the decedents only 
five wore colored people. Forty-seven 
were males and 37 females. Of the 
total number G4 were natives of the 
United States and 40 of Springfield. 
Tho nativity of tho others are: Ire- 
land, two; Germany, seven; Italy, one; 
Scotland, one; Madeira, one; Austria, 
two; Syria, two; not recorded, three. 



State House Deserted. 

Tho state house was almost de- 
serted during the period Immediately 
before and after the primary elections. 
Heads of departments and many of the ■ 
employes woro absent looking after 
the progress of the primary campaign 
in different parts of the state. Busi- 
ness transacted was of a purely rou- 
tine character. Many of the men who 
went away remained until after the * 
primaries. This is a dull season of 
the year, anyhow, and the absence of 
a few men did not make the difference 
that It would at another time.

Illinois farmer visitors to the Omaha 
Corn exposition at Omaha next De- 
cember may see themselves In moving 
pictures while they wero engaged In 
farm work. J. Wilkes, Jones, manager 
of tho exposition, was In Illinois taking 
tho pictures. Special attention was" 
devoted to tho Funk farm near 
Funk's Grove, whero the .process of 
hybridizing the corn was .photo- 
graphed. Other views will show, how 
the Illinois harvests aro carried. on, 
tho^ manner In "which haying is done 
and novel modes of thrashing. 



To Live Debate Over. 

Of tho many Interesting celebra-* 
tlons of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
famous debate between Lincoln and 
Douglas to be held this fall in Illinois, 
none will be of greater Interest than 
that to take place In tho picturesque 
and historical city of Metamora Au- 
gust 27. Elaborato_ preparations wero 
made for this notable event. Meta- 
mora, one of the oldest cities of Illi- 
nois, is rich In historical Interest. The 
famous old Metamora house, at which 
both Lincoln and Douglas were en- 
tertained, Is yet standing.

It Is made Into shirt-waist frocks 
for common wear, and trimmed with 
bands of cretonne or cotton print of 
any kind. Others are trimmed with 
bauds of solidly colored muslin, espe- 
cially those of dark blue and deep red. 

One frock was made with a gored 
skirt trimmed with a four-Inch fold 
of cretonne. 



BLACK NET OVER TINTS 



Black net over faded lints has come 
to the fore again. Dull pale grays, 
smoked blues, queer pinks and that 
faded Bhade of mauve which has been 
in style all season are used under both 
black and white net and lace, a most 
becoming mode for our mothers' gen- 
eration 'and very smart for young 
matrons. 

The mistake most women make 
when they line a black frock with a 
color Is to make a belt and a bow of 
this color for the outside of the frock. 
Omit these if you would have the frock 
look its best 

Trim it with bands of black filet 
lace. The expensive ones now have 
this lace hand embroidered in what 
is known as ribbon braid. If you have 
the time and the skill go to this trou- 
ble, it will result in a handsome frock; 
but a good quality of filet lace serves 
well enough for most purposes. 

You can use tho ribbon braid to 
good effect In small quantities at neck 
and sleeves. Buy It In black and use a 
bold design, such as a Greek border, or 
a wall of Troy or octopus or chrysan- 
themum. This ribbon braid embroi- 
dery is quite pretty and seems to have 
caught on and become the fashion of 
the moment. 

Tn these frocks It Is also wise to 
adopt the new fashion of a black yoko 
and stock instead of a white one. 

DAILY BATH A NECESSITY. 



Whether Cold or Hot Depends on 
Condition of Bather. 

A dally bath is a necessity if the 
body is to bo kept in good, sound 
condition. If one's constitution will 
not permit of a daily plunge, the 
sponge bath will prove sufficient for 
all purposes of cleanliness and health. 

Whether the bath should be a cold 
one In the morning or a hot one at 
night is to bo determined by the 
physical strength of tho bather. 

A cold bath has a tendency to make 
the skin dry and harsh. To avoid 
this condition, some outdoor exercise 
should be taken soon after the bath. 
This will promote perspiration and the 
action of tho oil glands, thus making 
the skin soft and smooth again!

Having Correct Proportions of Ice and 

Salt Is a Necessity — Freezing 

Pot and Dasher Must Be 

Kept Clean. 



Tho Housekeeper repeats good ad- 
vice in regard to making ice cream. It 
is not at all difficult to mako good ice 
cream if one is just a little careful to 
have the ice and salt in correct pro- 
portions and properly pounded. Time 
is not saved by using the ice in too 
largo pieces, as when it Is coarsely 
crushed it .takes the cream much 
longer to freeze. Both the ice and 
salt should bo finely crushed and each 
layer packed down very firmly. Ono 
part of ice to three of salt is tho usual 
allowance, and it is better to measure 
both to insure proper proportions. 
Hock salt is the best, although, or- 
dinary barrel salt does very well and 
is more easily obtained in small places. 

The freezing pot and dasher should 
be thoroughly cleansed and sterilized 
each time after it has been used, and 
again sterilized just before it is to be 
used again unless there has been ' a 
very short interval between. Put the 
freezer in position and placo a three- 
Inch layer of finely crushed Ice in the 
tub, covor with one of salt> and al- 
ternate these layers, packing each 
down hard, until tho freezing mixture 
is a few Inches above the cream In tho 
can. s >.-,'} • -^ 

At first the crank should bo turned 
slowly, then, as tho cream hardens, 
more rapidly. When it becomes dif- 
ficult to turn remove the beater, and 
stir the cream thoroughly with a 
strong porcelain or granite spoon. 
Press it smoothly down, cover, put a 
cork in tho hole where the beater be- 
longs, remove tho lower plug and draw 
off the water. Pack as before with 
fresh ice and salt, cover with a piece 
of blankot or carpet, and set aside for 
an hour or longer to ripen. Three or 
four hours will not be too long. 

Tho easiest, way to break the ice is 
to put it in a strong bag and pound it 
vigorously with a strong hammer or 
mallet. Ice cream may bo made from 
either a cooked or uncooked mixture. 
For a delicious uncooked ico cream 
scald a quart of thin sweet cream and 
dissolve in it 1% cupfuls of sugar, add 
a quart of cold cream, two oggs- well 
beaten and two tablespoonfuls of 
vanilla. Freeze and pack as directed. 
This is called Philadelphia ice cream, 
and Is often made without eggs. 

Creamed Cucumbers. 

Peel two or throe large cucumbers 
and cut very fine with a sharp knife 
or run through the coarsest knives of 
tho meat chopper. Drain off the liquid, 
but do not press. 

Rub a bowl with a clove of garlic, 
put in the minced cucumbers and sea- 
son with cayenne pepper, black pep- 
per, salt, a teaspoonful of onion juice 
and tho strained juice of half a small 
lemon. 

Chill all tho ingredients thoroughly 
and just before serving stir In half a 
cupful of thickly whipped cream. 

This makes a nice sauce for serving 
with fish or is equally good put on tho 
half shells. Serve one to each person 
and pass with soft Bhell crabs or 
broiled lobster at a luncheon. 
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Glazed Currant Buns. 
Soften a cake of compressed yeast 
In half a cup of scalded and cooled 
milk, add to a pint of the same; stir 
in three cups of flour, beat till smooth, 
cover and set to rise; when light, add 
half a cup of sugar, half a cup of soft- 
ened butter, a teaspoonful of salt, 
three eggs, a cup of cleaned currants 
and three cups of flour; knead until 
elastic and set to rise; when doubled 
in bulk, roll Into a sheet and cut into 
rounds; let them stand a little dis- 
tance apart on a baking sheet, and 
when doubled In bulk bake 25 min- 
utes; bruBh over with a thin starch (a 
teaspoonful of cornstarch to a cup of 
boiling water), sprinkle thickly with 
grannlatod sugar and return to tho 
oven to glaze. 



Maine Blueberry Cake. 
Sift three cupfuls flour and one-third 
cup sugar with a rounded teaspoonful 
cream of tartar and the same amount 
of soda. The extra amount of soda 
is to counteract the acidity of tho ber- 
ries. Put in two heaping tablespoon- 
fuls butter, one beaten egg, a cup and 
a third of sweet milk and two cups 
blueberries dredged with flour. Bako 
In a shallow cake pan In a hot oven 
and A serve hot for breakfast or sup- 
per with butter. The bread should 
be broken, not cut. 



• Plenty of Towels. 
Have plenty of dish towels and a 
line or two on which to dry thorn. 
Have several sets of these cloths, two 
for china, two for glassware and 
three for tho tin and crockorywaro. 
Allow them to bo used only for their 
legitimate branch of tho dish washing, 
and change once a week for clean 
ones all round. The dishes will look 
nicer and the towels will bo more 
easily kept clean than if you go about 
It tho usual way and wipe ovorythlng 
on the 'same cloth. 



Appropriate for Luncheon or Supper 
During the Hot Days. 

"One of tho prettiest of 'tho luncheon 
or suppor salads Is made by cutting 
the top from a green popper, removing 
tho seeds with a knife or stick— they 
burn tho skin if touched with the fin- 
gen*— and- filling. tho .basket thus mado 
with chicken or 'looser salad," says 
Christine Terhuno Horrick in the 
"Woman's Homo Companion. "Each 
pepper may bo placed on a lettuce leaf 
and crowned with a spoonful of mayon- 
noise. Another salad is prepared by 
hollowing a tomato and filling it with 
dice of cucumber, or peollng a cucum- 
ber, cutting it in half lengthwise, 
scooping out tho inside, and replacing 
this with dice of tomatoes. Servo 
either tomato or cucumber on a lettuce 
leaf, and garnish with cucumber rib- 
bons. These are made by shaving the 
poel from the outside of a cucumber 
and then slicing this. Take a slice— it 
should bo rather thick— and with a 
sharp knife cut thiB In a spiral, as you 
would paro an apple. Tho shaving 
must be very thin, as it Is not long be- 
fore tho seedy center is renched, and 
only the flesh of tho cucumber will 
Bervo for tho ribbons. Cucumber boats 
filled with shrimps are a satisfactory 
dish for a cold suppor. Mayonnaise is 
sorved with this, or a good boiled 
dressing. The cucumbers halved and 
filled with other sliced or diced cu- 
cumber, served on letuco, garnished 
with cucumber ribbons and with strips 
of the scarlet Bweet popper cut very 
thin, make a good dish." 



CLEANING THE FLOWER VASES. 



When 8callng Fish. 
Put the fish in a deop pan and fill 
it with wator. Then when you aro 
roady to scale tho fish hold tho fish 
under water during tho process and 
tho Bcales will not fly In tho face arid 
all over the kitchen as they will when 
the fish is cleaned In the usual way v 
When the task is finished the scales, 
which will all havo fallen to the bot- 
tom of the pan, can be easily turned 
out into the garbage after tho water 
has boon poured off them. 



Tea Leaves and Vinegar Should Be 
Used to Remove Stains. 

The careful housewife Is now con- 
fronted with stained flowor vases at 
every turn. Tho summer flowers have 
this effect on crystal, china and silvor. 

If fresh water is put in the vases 
twice a day the stain is not apt to ap- 
pear, but doing this takes time and 
trouble. 

It is forgotten even if one intends to 
do it, and tho consequence is the vases 
aro filled at the bottom and in the 
crovices with green brown Btalns that 
are far from pretty. 

And, again, they are far from easy 
to get out. Possibly everyone does 
not, know that there is no method ot 
removing them so excellent as the use 
of tea leaves and vinegar. 

Place a handful of used tea leaves in 
tho bottom of the vase and pour over 
them a little vinegar. Then place tho 
hand over the top of tho vase and 
shake steadily until tho marks have 
disappeared. 

If this does not take them all out 
add a little fresh vinegar, wind a soft 
cloth around a small sharp stick and 
run it around tho vase and In and out 
of the crevices. 

This will effectually remove even 
the most obstinate stain caused by 
water and flowers that havo been left 
for two or three days in ono vase. 



Ginger Creams. 
Beat solid a pint of thick double 
croam with a third of a cupful of con- 
fectioner's sugar, and then reduce to 
tho required consistency, by gradually 
stirring In half a pint of ginger syrup 
that has been drained from a Jar of 
preserved ginger, freeze until it begins 
to stiffen and then pour In a small cup- 
ful of finely chopped preserved glngor. 
Mold* tho cases in the desired shapes 
by dipping marcaroons in caramel 
sugar or a little- fondant and then ar- 
ranging them In position, when qulto 
firm, fill with frozen cream, and pack 
in salt and chopped ice for at least 
three hours. Garnish each portion with 
a star of sweetened whipped cream. 



A Light Lunch. 
Tho lighter a lunch may bo, and at 
tho same lime nourishing, tho more 
desirable it is when tho mercury is 
mounting. A bowl of some prepared, 
uncooked breakfast food or cold boiled 
rlco In which peaches are sliced, or a 
baked apple is combined, and eaten 
with plenty of cream Is all that tho 
average person needs at tho present 
time. Should a girl feel hungry be- 
fore night she may take a glass of 
milk and vlchy, or cold malted milk, 
or oven an egg phosphate, which will 
stay her until the evening meal. Sand- 
wiches and milk mako an excellent 
luncheon, particularly if topped off 
with fruit of some kind. 



Onion Pie. 
Peel and cut in dice enough onions 
to fill a pie tin that has boon lined with 
good rich pastry, then dot with bits of 
butter and sprinkle salt and pepper to 
taste. Beat up an egg without separ- 
ating and add enough sweet milk to 
covor the onlonB. You must use your 
own judgment, ns Bomo pie tins are 
smaller than others. Bako in a mod- 
erate oven about half an hour until 
dono. Bits of fat pork on top do as 
well as butter. 



Refreshing Salad. 

Pineapple In any form makes ono of 
tho moBt delicious summer salads. In- 
stead of cutting it in" cubes, however, 
and serving it either alone or with 
celery, try combining tho pineapple and 
orange. The latter gives an Intangiblot 
flavor that is quite different from 
either of tho fruits used singly. 

Cut tho pineapple into quarter-inch 
cubes. Divldo tho oranges Into sec- 
tions, skin each ono carofully and cut 
it in half. 



When Making Jellies. 
When making any kind of jelly take 
a few leaves of the rose goranlum 
after waBhlng them well put In the 
jelly for a few minutes whilo it Is 
boiling. This will give tho jolly the 
most delicious flavor imaginable. Crab- 
apple jolly especially Is wonderfully 
Improved by this flavor.

Stevenson Plans Strong Campaign. 

Adlai E. Stevenson, Democratic 
nominee for. governor, at his homo' in 
Bloomlngton, issued a statement in 
which ho expressed his gratitude to 
tho Democratic voters of Illinois and 
said that ho would start at once on 
an aggressive campaign. He also out- 
lined tho platform on which ho will 
make his fight. 

Mr. Stevenson said bo would speak 
In all counties of tho state and would 
dlscuBs the Issues that are particularly 
vital In Illinois. The main plank in 
his platform will deal with the office 
of governor. Ho will declaro in his 
speeches that the state government 
should be run as a business enterprise 
as well as a humanitarian one with 
respect to the eleemosynary institu- 
tions, and will pledge himself, to di- 
vorce the asylums from politics en- 
tirely If elected governor.

Stato Chairman Boeschen- 
stoln arrived In Chicago and predicted 
complete victory. National Committee- 
man Roger C. Sullivan prophesied his 
party's success and Chairman William 
L. O'Connell of tho county central 
committee couldn't see anything but a 
Democratic governor. Col. James 
Hamilton Lewis and John P. McGoorty, 
two of the defeated candidates for gov- 
ernor, ndded equally glowing forecasts 
and pledged their support to tho cage 
from Bloomlngton. P. S. Peabody, tho 
manager of the Stevenson campaign, 
was just as enthusiastic as the others. 

It has been a decade Blnce the Demo- 
crats of Illinois had a lovo feast, but 
It now looks probable that they will 
havo ono at tho next meeting of the 
stato central committee or at the 
state convention hold September 9.

CONSPIRACY CHARGES. 



CASE WILL BE EXPEDITED 



Recent Increase of Freight Rates to 
Common Points In State la Basis 

for Complaint to Interstate 
. w . Commerce Body.

Washington.— The railroad commls'- 
slon of Texas Monday filed a. formal 
complaint with tho interstate com- 
merce commission against 67 railroads 
and other common carriers, alleging 
a conspiracy on tho part of the de- 
fendants through the Southwestern 
Traffic association for the suppression 
of competition and restraint of trade 
in the recent action increasing freight 
rates to common points in Texas. 

The commission will forward notice 
of this complaint to all tho carriers 
Involved and will give them 15 days 
to reply, tho usual period allowed tor 
answering a complaint being 20 days. 
Tho commission will expedite this 
case as much as possible on account 
of its widespread Importance. 

Tho complaint is signed by Allison 
Mayfleld, chairman of the Texas rail- 
road commission with It. V. Davidson, 
attorney general, and Claude Pollard, 
assistant attorney general of tho stato 
of Texas, countersigning the paper. 

Tho complaint undertakes to com- 
pare the alleged cost of maintenance 
and operation of the railroads with tho 
actual cost, and the claimed indebted- 
ness, which is supposed to justify the 
Increase, with the actual indebted- 
ness. Tho railroad commission of 
Texas, it appears, has appraised the 
cost of construction and operation of 
tho roads as well as the actual indebt- 
edness upon which the rates may be 
fairly based. 

Eight freight schedules which have 
recently been filed with tho commis- 
sion aro made the basis of the com- 
plaint, and nil are claimed to have 
been brought about by an unlawful 
agreement between the defendant car- 
riers and the Southwestern Traffic as- 
sociation of which they are members, 
or whoso members represent, through 
power of attorney, those who are not. 

It declares that tho increased rates 
will fall primarily upon tho commodi- 
ties of prime utility and dally necessi- 
ty; that they will Berlously disturb 
trade relations, causing loss to ship- 
pers and the consuming public.
